No- 57-ITC(PN)/G5.—Attention of importers is invited to Ministry of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 23-ITC(PN)/65 dated the 6th April, 1966 announcing the policy for 
licensing of fresh fruits from Pakistan under the terms of Protocol II to the Trade 
agreement between the Governments of India and Pakistan dated the 1st Septem¬ 
ber 1963 for the period April 1965—March 1966. 

2. It has now been decided to grant further ad-hoc licences for import of fresh 
fruits from Pakistan in terms of the Protocol No. II to th e Indo-Pakistan Trade 
Agreement dated the 1st September 1963 within a limited celling for the period 
April 1965—March 1966 on the basis indicated in the Annexure to this Public 
Notice, Licences for the import of fresh fruits from Pakistan will be issued by the 
Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports (Central Licensing Area), New Delhi 
subject to the condition that payments for the goods imported will be made in non- 
convertible Indian rupees through a Special Non-convertible Indian Rupee Account 
known as “National Bank of Pakistan—Special Fruit Account” opened by the 
National Bank of Pakistan, Karachi with the State Bank of India, New Delhi. All 
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transactions under this arrangement shall b© valued either on F.O.R. or C&F basis 
depending on the terms of the contracts. Licences granted in terms of this Public 
Notice will be valid for import of fresh fruits from Pakistan upto the 31st October, 
1905 only without any grace period, 

3, Applications for ad-hoc licences for import of fresh fruits from Pakistan in 
terms of this Public Notice should be submitted in the usual form and manner to 
the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports (Central Licensing Area), New 
Delhi as early as possible but not later than the 12th August, 1965.
